THE FEDERAL BRIGADE TO 
INVADE THE AFRO=AMERI= 
CAN NATIONAL EDUCATIONAL 
CONVENTION TO BE HELD 
AT DENVER, COLORADO. 

The statement by our Washing¬ 
ton co]‘respondent that Presi¬ 
dent Taft has requested Assistant 
Attorney General Lewis to go 
to the Afro-American National 
Educational Convention which will 
convene in Denver, Colorado and 
make a political speech to further 
the interest of the President for 
renomination is not only placing a 
cheap estimation upon the 
Negro educators who will com¬ 
pose the convention, but upon 
Mr. Lewis and the position he holds. 


II the president has requested 
Mr. Lewis to bring that conven¬ 
tion into ill repute by turning it 
into a political club, he does not 
entertain as high a regard for 
Mr. Lewis as we had believed. 

The National Educational Asso¬ 
ciation which just ended its pro¬ 
ceedings at San Francisco, although 
composed of teachers of all colors 
and creeds of the country, it never 
oceured to Air. Taft to send an 
office holder there to boost up his 
fight for re-nomination. Mi-. Taft 
would not dare to have sent a 
place hunter to that convention 
to do politics even if he could 
have found a white office-holder 
willing to undertake such a humil 
iating mission. Had there been 
any white man so unmindful of 
the dignity of that body as to 
have 'attempted to make a speech 
for Air. Taft before it, he would 
have been immediately silenced 
even though it took the whole 
police force of San Francisco to 
do it. 

Will the Negro educators per¬ 
mit Air. Lewis to change their 
educational convention into- a 
political club? The men and wo¬ 
men who have charge of the colored 
schools of the country are looked 
upon as the highest types of the 
race and who enjoy the honor 
and responsibility of shaping the 
destinies of the future black men 
and women who are to be citizens 
of this republic. As teachers they 
do, or should, represent the high¬ 
est and best ideals of to-day. 
The teachers composing that con¬ 
vention will be the highest and best 
types of our race, what they do and 
say when in convention assembled 
should be worthy of emulation 
by the people of whom they are 
leaders. 

Should that convention resolve 
itself into a political club by allow¬ 
ing Air. Lewis or any other politi¬ 
cian and office]’ holder to make a 
political speech in the interest 
of the nomination and election 
of Air. Taft or any other political 
office seeker, would be to put them¬ 
selves on a par with the lowest 
order of politicians and ward 
heelers. And, if Air. Taft has 


really delegated Mr. Lewis to go 
to Denver and use that conven¬ 
tion to further his political am¬ 
bitions, lie places a low estimation 
upon the Negro educators of the 
country. By this act if he is 
guilty, he puts the best class of 
Negroes on a level with the cheap¬ 
est class of curb-stone, job-chasing 
politicians. 

Bill the Negro teachers, leaders 
of fifteen million people, citizens 
of this great republic justify Mr. 
Taft’s assumption? Will 
they meet for the purpose 
of ]Hitting forth the methods that 
will do the most and best good 
in educating the children of our 
race or will they let the grand 
climax be that of going before the 
country at large with the endorse¬ 
ment of a candidate for president? 


One of the saddest spectacles 
of today is the fact that.Negroes 
regarded as prominent are willing 
to sacrifice the rights of the whole 
race to secure a half dozen politi¬ 
cal jobs. When the so-called lead¬ 
ers of a race place the acquisition 
of a few political jobs above the 
their rights, that race is in a bad 
way. We believe and contend that 
the negro should have representation 
in the public service, the same as 
accorded other citizens. 


It is better for the Negroes of 
today to feed upon husks than to 
accept luxurious living at the ex¬ 
pense of the rights of future gener¬ 
ations. That old cry of “get money 
and your rights will take of them¬ 
selves/’ has well nigh made craven 
cowards of the whole negro race. 


Contend for your rights and 
money will take care of itself. 
A slave has but little use for money. 


As the value of money increases, 
the value of human life and human 
virtue decreases.

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ABOUT CHILDREN 

May the writer be pardoned 
if the prerogative supposed to be¬ 
long to those who are childless, 
be exercised for a time in discussing 
one of the greatest, if not the 
greatest problem of the present 
age, namely the care of children. 
Many may perhaps say that the 
care of children and the discus¬ 
sion of its problems belongs only 
to parents, but if that has even 
been the case it is no longer, be¬ 
cause children are now-a-days so 
generally turned over to the public 
to train and educate, that it has 
certainly become everybody's busi¬ 
ness. Some of its phases are as 
follows: 

A disregard of property rights,, 
or of the rights of other people. 
For example: A gentleman who 
had a very nice property consist¬ 
ing of land through which a stream 
of water flowed and the banks of 
the stream covered with beautiful, 
choice trees of natural growth 
and quite an age, opened his grounds 
for the use of a Sunday school 
picnic. At its close many of the 
beautiful trees had been marred 
and scarred by the carving of letters 
and names and the wanton removal 
of chunks of hark from their trunks, 
a source of annoyance and grief 
to the owner and an act which 
closed the grounds to such parties 
in the future, when, if properly 
used the grounds might have been 
enjoyed continually by the public 
with no loss to the owner. 

Another instance: A gentle¬ 
man was trying to raise a lawn, 
but had it destroyed and killed 
out by strange boys, who, passing 
by, would take advantage of its 
level and green surface as a place 
to wrestle. It is not uncommon 
for people living in towns to find 
a group of strange children in their 
front yards, who have taken pos¬ 
session as unconcernedly as though 
the place belonged to them. A 
lady who has no children, but is 
very pleasant and kind, said she 
used to think she loved children, 
but had been compelled to change 
her mind because of the imposi¬ 
tions they had heaped upon her. 


Among other things, boys running 
along the street with express wagons 
or coasters would improve the 
opportunity when passing her patch 
of grass in the front yard of mak¬ 
ing a detour and circling across it. 
Nor are these things confined to 
one home, and the ravages to one 
lot of children. Many tell the 
story of choice plants and vines 
being destroyed in wanton vandal¬ 
ism by children of tender years. 

Nor are the houses any more 
sacred than the yards. If allowed 
to enter at all, the majority of 
the children seem to think that 
they own the homes where they 
are supposed to be visiting. Every 
room of the house is entered brazen¬ 
ly and at will. They chase through 
the halls, and drum the musical 
instruments and even have been 
known to rummage the cupboards 
or store room, and if a person 
objects to such wholesale plunder 
they are immediately branded as 
that cross man or woman. Fruit 
is especially considered free plun¬ 
der and parents will make laugh¬ 
ing remarks concerning their own 
children when they see them 
“swipe” the fruit from trees while 
passing along the streets, or run 
into back yards to grab it. Is 
it a wonder that public graft and 
dishonesty is becoming so common?

THE BEAUTIFUL ART OF GIV= 
ING. 

“The Beautiful Art of Giving" 
was the subject of Rev. Kenchin’s 
sermon last Sunday morning, taken 
from Ruth, Second chapter, Verses 
15—3 6. He described in glowing 
words the transition from the 
fields of carnage as described in 
proceeding chapters of the Bible, 
to the harvest field of Boaz, teem¬ 
ing with its golden grain. He des¬ 
cribed the beautiful art of giving 
as displayed b}^ Boaz. The giv¬ 
ing that is given without humiliat¬ 
ing the recipient. He told how 
Boaz had requested the gleaners 
let fall handfuls of choice grain 
that Ruth the gentle gleaner might 
be amply rewarded for her toil. 
He told how Ruth attributed her 


good fortune in finding whole hand¬ 
fuls of grain to the carlessness of 
the reapers. 

By his art, Boaz bestowed his 
gift in such a manner that the 
recipient could not possibly be 
humiliated by a knowledge of 
the gifts she received. In words, 
elequent for their simplicity and 
softness and in sentences sublime 
for their well rounded periods and 
mighty sweep, the speaker carried 
the application home to his audi¬ 
tors in a manner that made an 
impression upon them that 
will not be soon erased. To many, 
the spirit of giving was placed in 
an entirely new light. 

The fine art of giving, is the 
giving that is free from selfishness. 
A feeling of ecstacy pervaded the 
audience during the entire delivery 
of the sermon. 


We contend now, and will ever 
contend, for the enforcement of 
the Constitution and laws of this 
country, and no amount of office 
jobbing or cajolery can ever in¬ 
duce us to agree to the non enforce¬ 
ment of our national bill of rights.
